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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 1 21 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under pet Rule 13.1 .

Group I, claim(s) 2-4, drawn to an electric shaver with the blade plurality of holes 
arranged in such a pattern as the major axis get longer gradually as said holes near a 
longitudinal end. 

Group II, claim(s) 5-10, drawn to an electric shaver with outer blade arc having a 
transverse arc. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups or Inventions l-ll do not relate to a single 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special features for the following reasons: The technical 
feature of the invention I, as mentioned above, is not present in inventions II. 
Conversely, the technical features in inventions II are not present in invention I. It 
should be noted that inventions l-ll are distinct from one another by having at least a 
specific feature that is not presented in the other inventions. 

3. Upon election of Group II above, applicant must elect of the inventions in the 
following subgroups:
